and most of allin him, How can there be 
even the shadow of reason, in the whole 
realm of thought, why he should betray the 
trusts which he invites all finite minds to 
repose in him? 

All the attributes, both of his nature and 
character, forbid the supposition of the least 
unfaithfulness in Christ. His omnipresence, 
omnipotence, omniscience ; his benevolence, 
justice, wisdom, veracity, holiness—all alike 
render it infinitely certain that his faithful- 
ness can never fail in the least degree, for 
one instant of time, or toward the most in- 
significant believer in the fold of the faith- 
ful. Not one of the moral perfections of the 
Saviour could survive his unfaithfulness. 

The throne of moral government rests 
essentially upon the character of the gov- 
ernor. Obedience must be voluntary and 
loving. And yet Christ has so made us that 
such obedience to an unfaithful sovereign is 
impossible. If he were false to his own 
word and reason, how could he respect 
himself and claim the loyal obedience of his 
creatures? How could the Father hail his 
Son as “ well beloved,” or demand for him 
the confidence of mankind ? 

If Christ were unfaithful, his attempt to 
redeem the world by a dispensation of 
mercy would necessarily be the most stu- 
péndous failure that could occur in a uni- 
| verse of moral beings, Mankind have sin- 
ned and lost their confidence in God. That 
loss involves their ruin. Recovery from 
that loss is their only possible salvation. 
But the laws of mind render the hope of re- 
covering confidence in an unfaithful Re- 
deemer both impossible and absurd. God 
has compelled us, by our very constitution, 
to distrust every being known to be un- 
faithful. The atonement is worthless unless 
made by a faithful high priest. Blood 
offered in unfaithfulness can never wash 
away sin. The scheme of redemption hinges 
on the faithfulness of the mediator. If he 
goes down by unfaithfulness, the whole sys- 
tem falls with him. The mission of the 
Spirit would be fruitless if he could minis- 
ter only the promises of an unfaithful 
Saviour. He could comfort no troubled 
soul, nor sanctify any heart panting for a 
holy life. 

What would unfaithfulness im Christ be 
less than treason against the government of 
God and the salvation of men? It would 
involve the sacrifice of the holiness and hap- 
piness of the moral universe; for, if Christ 
should fall, who could hope to stand? 
Heaven as well:as earth would feel the 
wound and give “signs of woe that all was 
lost,” for eternity as for time, for angels as 
for men. His example of unfaithfulness 
would fill the whole realm of finite minds 
with despair. If unbelief is so great a sin in 
man, what would it be in Christ? 

But men often fail to fulfill their promises 
through want of ability to meet them. They 
are conscious of an accumulation of cares 
greater than they can sustain; and insensi- 
bly they judge it must be so with Christ, 
and they conclude he will fail them. Never 
wis a more mistaken judgment formed. 
There can be no burdensome accumulation 
of cares to an infinite mind. He cannot 
but know and number every hair upon our 
heads, and every want of our being. And 
to will the supply of such wants is as easy 
as to know them. There are no limitations 
to the powers of an infinite mind.

THE SOCIALISTS AT WALLING- 
" FORD, CONN. 


“BY JOEL BENTON. — 


Tuere is a very singular body of Social- 
ists in this country, of which the public 
generally, I suspect, knows but very little. 
They are called the “ Oneida Communists,” 
from the fact that the largest and parent 
society is located at Oneida, in this state ; 
but the name they have chosen for them- 
selyes—“ The Perfectionists”—is one that 
grows out of the central and cardinal prin- 
ciple of their creed. A few weeks ago, I 
made a brief visit to the society at Walling- 
ford, with a view of learning something of 
the people who have islanded in our current 
civilization three communities, that join to 
the substantial social doctrines of Plato’s 
Republic ethical and spiritual ones which 
they profess to draw from the Bible. 





’ 


cause it is a convenient form of expression 
—owes its origin to Mr. John H. Noyes, 
who evolved the germinal principles of it 
while a theological student at Yale College, 
either twenty or something over twenty 
years ago. He was pursuing studies that 
were to fit him for the ministry, when it oc- 
curred to him that the doctrine of salvation, 
as generally taught, lacked a very import- 
ant element. If salvation is to be of any 
value, at least ir. this life, it should be thor- 
ough and complete, and the possession of it 
should actually free the participant from 
sin. He not only concluded that a sinless 
state could be reached here on earth ; but, as 
it would seem, added the idea that impulses 
and motives in this state of perfection be- 
come pure, and a law to the soul. Hence, 
strangely erroneous as it appears, to marry 
and give in marriage is with them superfiu- 
ous. Their creed is thus summed up in the 
words of The Circular, a weekly paper 
which is printed at Wallingford, and which 
is the exponent of their religious views: 
“The main religious features of the Com- 
munity consist in an inexpugnable notion 
that Christianity means the abolition of self- 
ishness; that Jesus Christ came into the 
wo:ldas the emancipator from that kind of 
slavery; that whoever soundly believes and 
confesses him is thereby ; that his 
gdom was founded. and his second com- 
ing took place 1800 years ago, and that all 
ptogress, civilization, and reform since have 
a the fruit of the heavenly organization 
of which he is the center !” 
To do away with selfishness, it was, of 
course, necessary to do away with property— 
with all individual and separate ownership ; 
and in the temporalities—the management 
and possession of property—these Commun- 
ists are not greatly different from the Shakers. 
But that which makes them quite unlike 
the Shakers even as socialists, and which 
from its nature is more noticeable, is the 
bond of relationship between the sexes. 
They believe (quoting Matt. xxii., 30) that, 
when the will of God is done on earth as it 
is in Heaven, “marriage ownership is to be 
abolished ;” they quote Paul (Cor. i,7) to 
prove the marriage spirit 


5th, chap. 8th), to show that the improve 
ment of the human race, physically, de- 
serves the highest scientific attention. Why 
should 3 man be of less account than the 
animals which minister to him ? 

Doing away with what we call a 
they are bound by promiscuity into one 
family. Within their own limits this multi- 
plied and intermingled relation is sacred ; 
but the infringement of it with others is sin- 
ful and reprehensible. They accept the 
Bible unreservedly ; and, aside from their 
spiritualizing interpretations of it, accept it 
substantially in the Orthodox sense. Yet 
they do not seem to care so much for dog- 
mas as for what they infer to be spiritual 
meanings. They believe in an orthodox 
change of heart, or something nearly equiv- 
alent to it; and all members of the commu- 
nity who have arrived at an intelligent age 
profess a newness of life, that grows out of 
changed spiritual relations to God.

The Oneida Community was organized 
in February, 1848, and is now composed of 
about 250 persons. It has a farm of 561 
acres, and a large part is devoted to fruit— 
apples, grapes, and berries. At the Oneida 
Community some separate branches of busi- 
ness are carried on, such as blacksmithing, 
carpentry, and wagon-repairing. There is 
also a machine-shop, foundry, and saw-mill, 
a small store, and the manufacture of steel 
traps, traveling-bags, mop-sticks, etc., is pur- 
sued. The Wallingford Community is s 
branch of the Oneida one, and holds a com- 
mon interest with it There is also an aaso- 
ciation of young men’ which has a business 
office in Broadway, New York, that is con- 
ducted to sell the products and wares and 
do the commercial business of the united 
fraternity. These young men beiong to the 
Wallingtord family. 
The farm at Wallingford, which isin sight 
of the railroad from New Haven to Hart- 
ford, and twelve miles from the former city, 
comprises 225 acres. The society was or- 
ganized ere in 1851.

ered. I walked over the best part of the 
premises, and found excellent patches of 
Lawton blackberries, as well as raspberries 
of the best varieties. . 

The Oircular, the weekly paper to which I 
have alluded as their organ, is in quarto 
form, and is very creditably edited. It is 
sent free toall who apply for it, but those 
who choose to pay may send one dollar a 
year. The work upon it is largely done by 
females. 

There are some fifty porsons in the Wal- 
lingford Community, the sexes being about 
equally divided. The women and girls all 
wear the Bloomer costume and short hair. 
No one who looks upon the Community, 
distasteful and revolting as ite. doctrines 
may be,can doubt the intelligence, modesty, 
and perfect sincerity of its membership— 
one and all, What surprises me is, that they 
can manage to move along 30 evenly and 
in such complete harmony. I am as much 
baffled by their societism as by their creed ; 
and, if I have seemed to keep my prejudices 
in abeyance in this report, it isto give the 
reader, in viewing them, a8 nearly an 
achromatic vis'on, circumstances allowing, 
as I enjoyed myself. sinity 
They have no government, no recognized 
officers, and uo superiors in authority, ex- 
cept such as gain respect by superior age, 
culture, and wisdom. No one commands or 
authorizes.any thing, yet the silent machinery 
moves along without jar, and as if a Bis- 
mark were the ruler. It is the universal re- 
port of their neighbors that they are 

in all business transactions to the nicest and 
laet degree, and hold their honor and word 
in highest regard. Their manners do not 
impress one, as some might suspect, with 
grossness ; but suggest cultivation and re- 
finement. I am confident that the one blot 
on their escutcheon, to the publie mind, is 
not held for its own sake, but is rigidly and 
somewhat stoically subordinated to the en- 
thusiasm of a deeply cherished though 
gravely objectionable religious creed. And, 
if my opinion is worth anything, I do not 
imagine their faith is very well adapted in 
its entirety to win converts. They make 
but little effort to extend their numbers, and,

The first decision of the 
Bureau was that the marriage-contract is 
paramount to all others, and that a wife has 
no authority to make any agreement preju- 
dicial to the interests of her husband and 
without his consent.

A good deal might be said here, if it were 
in point, as it is not, about the incompati- 
bility of this ruling of the Bureau with the 
charge commonly brought against it of fos- 
tering the freedmen at the expense of the 
whites.
